WORCESTER, Ss: 


To either of the Constables of the Town of Millbury, in the 
County of Worcester, Greeting: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you 
are directed to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town 
of Millbury, qualified to vote in elections and town affairs to 
meet at the Town Hall, in said Millbury on Monday the sec- 
ond day of February, next, at fifteen minutes of six o’clock 
in the forenoon, to elect the following officers, to wit: 


Article 1. To choose a Town Clerk, Treasurer, Collector 
of Taxes, Auditor, Moderator, Six Constables, Tree Warden, 
Highway Surveyor, Trustee of Town Library, all for the 
term of One year; One Selectman for the term of three 
years; One member of the School Committee for three 
years; One Assessor for three years; One member of the 
Board of Health for three years; Trustee of Town Library 
for three years; One Commissioner of Cemeteries for three 
years; One member of the Board of Welfare, for the term of 
three years; all to be voted for on one ballot. 


Article 2. To choose all other necessary Town Officers 
for the year ensuing. 


And to meet on February 7th, 1942 at 2 P. M. at the Town 
Hall, in said Millbury, to act on the following articles, to 
wit: 


Article 3. To hear the reports of the several Town Offi- 
cers and Committees and act thereon. 


Article 4. To raise and appropriate such sums of 
money as may be necessary to defray Town charges for the 
year ensuing, including sums for the lighting of streets, the 
maintenance of the Town Library, the observance of Memo- 
rial Day, care and improvement of cemeteries, care of 
clocks, care of fire alarm, the use of the Tree Warden and 
for Town Aid to Needy Soldiers and their Widows, salaries 
of Fire Department, and Police Retirement Pensions or take 
any action thereon. 


Article 5. To determine the time when all taxes shall be 
payable and make regulations concerning the payment of 
same. 
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Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Town Treasurer with the approval of the Selectmen to bor- 
row money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue 
of the financial year beginning January 1, 1942, and to issue 
a note or notes therefor, payable within one year, and to 
renew any note or notes as may be given for a period of less 
than one year in accordance with Section 17, Chapter 44, 
General Laws. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to employ counsel in any suit that may be brought 
against the Town. 


Article 8. To choose any committee or committees that 
may be thought necessary. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will authorize the Asses- 
sors to print the Valuation and Tax List and raise and ap- 
propriate money therefor, or take any action thereon. 


Article 10. To see what action the Town will take re- 
garding the hiring of two or more policemen to patrol our 
streets and raise and appropriate money for same, or take 
any action thereon. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to sell, after first giving notice of the time and 
place of sale by posting such notice of sale in some conveni- 
ent and public place in the town fourteen days at least be- 
fore the sale, property taken by the town under tax title pro- 
cedure provided that the Selectmen or whomsoever they may 
authorize to hold such public auction may reject any bid 
which they deem inadequate, or take any action relative 
thereto. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money for the purpose of Chapter 90, 
maintenance, or take any action thereon. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
a sum of money to provide for extraordinary or unforeseen 
expenditures under the provisions of Chapter 40, Section 6, 
of the General Laws of Massachusetts, to be known as the 
reserve fund, or take any action thereon. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to employ a Civil Engineer, when in their judgment it 
is necessary, and raise and appropriate money therefor, or 
take any action thereon. 


Article 15. Toseeif the Town will raise and appropriate 
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the sum of $4000 for the year’s rental of the accommoda- 
tions at the Assumption School now used by the Millbury 
School Department, or take any action thereon. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $400 to be expended by the School Committee for 


the employment of a Custodian and for other expenses for 
the maintenance of the Windle Field or take any action 
thereon. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $100 to be expended by the Board of 
Selectmen for eye-glasses for underprivileged children, or 
take any action thereon. 


Article 18. -To see if the Town will appropriate $50 to be 
paid to the Trustees for County Aid to Agriculture, in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of, and for the purpose of, 
Chapter 128, General Laws, or for the support of Demon- 
stration work in Agriculture, Home Economics, or Boys’ 
and Girls’ Club Work, under the direction of the Agent, or 
instructors, or the Trustees co-operating with the local 
Town Director, or pass any vote or votes in relation thereto. 


Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money to be expended for materials, 
transportation, and equipment to be purchased for use in 
conjunction with future WPA projects and extensions of 
projects now in progress, provided, however, that all pur- 
chases or contracts for purchases exceeding fifty dollars in 
amount shall be based on competitive bids to be submitted 
by three or more responsible vendors, or take any action 
thereon. 


Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money to be expended by the Board of 
Public Welfare for the purpose of Chapter 413 of the Acts 
of 19386, and acts in amendment thereto, entitled “Aid to 
Dependent Children” or take any action thereon. 


Article 21. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow 
money for general municipal purposes under authority of, 
and in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 49, of the 
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Acts of 1983 and amendments thereto, or take any action 
thereon. 


Article 22. To seeif the Town will raise and appropriate 
a sum of money for State Aid Relief to defray expense of 
current year, or take any action thereon. 


Article 23. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $550 for the printing of the Annual 
Town Reports, so that an itemized list of the expenditures 
under each appropriation will be shown therein, or take any 
action thereon. 


Article 24. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $350 to be paid the Millbury Society for District 
Nursing, or take any action thereon. 


Article 25. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money to maintain the Town dump on 
Riverlin Street, under the supervision of the Board of 
Health, or take any action thereon. 


Article 26. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $500 to be used by the Selectmen to 
settle claims for personal property damage or incidental 
personal injury claims that may be brought against the 
Town, or take any action thereon. 


Article 27. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of Three Hundred ($300) Dollars to be 
expended by the Treasurer for filing fees and the necessary 
expenses of foreclosing certain Tax Titles now held by the 
Town, through Land Court procedure, or take any action 
thereon. 


Article 28. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money to be expended by the Registrars 
of Voters for canvassers, supplies, salaries of Registrars 
and clerk, printing, and clerical hire, necessary to carry out 
the work required under the provisions of Chapter 440 of 
the Acts of 1988, or take any action thereon. 2 


Article 29. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $5000 to reconstruct South Main Street 
from the railroad crossing to the Town Hall; the balance to

be expended to complete the reconstruction of Riverlin 
Street from the Grafton Town line, said monies to be ex- 
pended in conjunction with any money which may be allot- 
ted by the State or County or both for this purpose under 
the provision of Chapter 90 of the General Laws, or take 
any action thereon. 


Article 30. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $800 to repair and resurface Provi- 
dence Street, said money to be expended in conjunction with 
any money which may be allotted by the State or County or 
both for this purpose under the provisions of Chapter 90 of 
the General Laws, or take any action thereon.

To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $2300 to be expended under the super- 
vision of the Highway Surveyor, to reconstruct Cherry 
Street, or take any action thereon. 


The polls will be open at 5:45 o’clock A. M., and may 
be closed at 4 o’clock P. M. 


And you are directed to serve this warrant by posting 
up an attested copy thereof at each of the Post Offices and 
at the First Congregational Meeting House in Bramanville, 
and at the Fire Station located on Wheelock Avenue, East 
Millbury, and at Ruskin’s Store at Dority Pond, and at 
Johnson’s Store on Johnson Street, in said Town, seven days 
at least before the time of holding said meeting.

To the Citizens of the Town of Millbury: 

Your Selectmen herein present the reports of the vari- 
ous Town Officers for the year ending December, 1941. 

We take this opportunity to extend our thanks and sin- 
cere appreciation for the support and cooperation which 
the heads of the various departments have shown us dur- 
ing the past year. With the assistance of the various de- 
partment heads several worthwhile W. P. A. projects have 
been completed and we feel that the new sidewalks, street 
signs and drainage for the various streets and roads which 
were included as part of our W. P. A. program will prove 
to be of value to the Town. 

The resurfacing of McGowan Bridge was completed this 
year and we wish to express our appreciation to the Towns- 
people for their patience during the period this work was 
held up because of the shortage of steel and priority require- 
ments.

During the year a total number of 368 cases representing 
721 people in all categories were aided.

Aid to Dependent Children:

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For the year 1941, the sum of $49,875 was appropriated, 
the salaries of Clerk, Typist and Secretary and members of 
the Welfare Board was taken out of this appropriation. We 
are pleased to report that this department operated on a 
cost of over $26,000 less than in 1940, or a saving of almost 
47 per cent over last year, leaving a balance of $18,031.47 
for the year and we asked for $8,625 less to start the year. 


At this time the Board would like to express their grati- 
fication for the splendid co-operation rendered by Mrs. Zetta 
Brodin, Miss Eunice Hicks and Mr. John W. Higginbottom 
for the very efficient manner in which they performed their 
various duties during the year. 


Due to the increase in cases on Old Age Assistance and 
the various changes required by the State and Federal Gov- 
ernments the appropriation was somewhat higher in this 
department. 


Aid to Dependent Children cases, although staying the 
same as last year, have shown a decrease because some of 
the children have gone to work thereby reducing the needs 
in this department. We are asking for very near the same 
appropriation in this department on account of the war 
when some of the boys may be called into the service. 


At a special meeting of the Board at the suggestion of 
the Selectmen we voted to transfer the sum of $3,000 from 
our unexpended balance with the approval of the voters to 
the use of National] Defense. 


At a meeting of the Charlton Home Farm Association on 
January 6th, 1942, Raymond M. Stewart, chairman of the 
Board, was named to the Farm Board.

Each company consists of twelve regular men and two 
substitutes. On account of war conditions, we have formed 
an Auxiliary Fire Department consisting of about seventy- 
five extra men located in different sections of the town. 
These men will be trained and ready for, duty if needed. 

Everyone should cooperate in these trying times and re- 
frain from sending in false alarms as the fire alarm is to be 
used for the air raid signal. Many citizens get excited when 
they hear the alarm. Always try to keep as cool as possible. 

The attic is always a catch-all for useless articles and rub- 
bish. Every citizen should do his part and relieve this con- 
dition. By doing so you are giving the firemen a chance to 
get at the fire. Every home owner should have a bushel box 
of dry sand and a shovel at the head of the attic stairs. By 
doing so, you may be able yourself, to put a shovel of sand on 
a fire bomb. Have your window open and throw it out.

This department consists of a warden and four deputies. 

This year I have been called to 42 brush fires, 28 grass 
fires, and 4 dump fires. Two of these fires were very serious 
and cost a great deal to extinguish them. Due to the fact 
that we had a very dry season, we had many more fires and 
they were far more difficult to extinguish; therefore I was 
compelled to ask for more money. 

For equipment I now have on hand 26 (24 gallon) acid 
extinguishers, 16 water pump cans, 16 rakes, 100 pounds 
soda, three-fourths carboy acid. 

Many of these fires could be avoided if people would only 
be more careful. On account of war conditions, these fires 
should be eliminated so as to have the firemen ready for 
other service. | , |

On January 1, 1941 we had three patients in the West 
Boylston Sanatorium. ‘There were two patients who en- 
tered and one who died. There was also one patient who 
entered the Lakeville Sanatorium during the year. We have 
had many persons examined and x-rayed during 1941. 

This year we held a clinic for diphtheria. It was attended 
by many. We also held a clinic for the care of the teeth of 
the school children. 

Please remember that in order to have the Board of 
Health investigate a complaint it is necessary to have it in 
writing, signed by the complainant and mailed to the Board 
of Health. 

All contagious diseases must be reported to the Board 
of Health whether you have a doctor or not. If, at the onset 
of the disease, the parents would keep their child away 
from other children it might help to check the rapid spread 
of the disease. If your child should have a contagious 
disease, kindly do not send him back to school unless he has 
a card from the Board of Health permitting him to return. 
We greatly appreciate the co-operation you parents have 
given us during the past year.

Report of School Committee 


To the Citizens of Millbury: 


The school committee held regular meetings once a month at the 
office of the superintendent of schools. 


The excellent condition of the school property resulted in very 
few routine repairs during the past year. However, a distinct im- 
provement resulted from the transfer of the Industrial Arts Depart- 
ment to the old depot building which was leased by the school de- 
partment for a nominal sum. At the expense of only $250 the High 
School acquired an excellent classroom. Classes which formerly 
diverted the school hall from its original purpose of school assemblies 
were transferred to this new room, while the depot building now 
offers far greater opportunities for the effective teaching of the 
Industrial Arts. 


The net cost to the town of operating the school system for the 
year was $80,454.60. - This figure was made possible by the fact that 
the town. received from the State various refunds amounting to 
$12,582.74. 


The steadily rising. cost of living will make imperative some in- 
crease in the school budget for the coming year. The cost of school 
supplies is constantly rising and it has been the policy of the com- 
mittee to keep the salary schedule in line with salaries paid by other 
towns of our classification.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee: 

I respectfully submit my fifth annual report and the fifty-second 
in the series of reports of the Millbury School Superintendents. 

During the past school year Millbury made a determined effort 
to do its share in the national defense effort. A building was acquired 
and arrangements made for the establishment of a permanent pro- 
gram of vocational training. How important this project is, not 
only for national defense but also for the prosperity of our com- 
munity, is evident from the fact that officials of the American Voca- 
tional Association affirm that three million more defense workers 
will be needed by next July. Half of these defense workers will be 
provided by the training schools taking part in the public school 
defense training programs under the supervision of the United States 
Commissioner of Education. Ten thousand city and rural vocational 
schools are engaged in defense-job training. This consists in pro- 
viding men to semi-skilled or single operation jobs in industry. 

For the first time in many years positions are open for youths who 
have completed the proper training courses. The report of the 
American Vocational Association asserts that the aircraft industry 
will need 300,000 additional workers for the coming year; the ship- 
building industry will require 325,000, and the electrical industries 
a like number. The same needs are urged in nearly a dozen general 
defense-production fields. Hundreds of vocational schools, according 
to the report. tell of 100 per cent placement of trainees, and very 
often men have been requisitioned by defense industries after only a 
few weeks of training for a specific job. It is with a view to these 
needs and opportunities that we are endeavoring to enlarge the facil- 
ities for vocational training in Millbury. 

Carrying out the program the Industrial Arts Department was 
transferred to the newly leased Depot building. This enabled us to 
use a basement room in the High School for students who formerly 
had to be accommodated in the school hall. Extensive repairs made 
to this room with the cooperation of the National Youth Organization 
under the direction of Mr. Thomas Dowd has provided another excel- 
lent classroom for the High School. This was accomplished with an 
expenditure of less than $250. The school hall has now reverted to 
its original purpose of school assemblies and music classes. The 
transformation of the old Depot into an industrial arts school was 
affected without cost to the town. A great deal of labor was involved 
in transferring machinery, painting and repairing the interior and 
roof of the building. ‘We wish to publicly thank the N. Y. A. which 
made this possible.

The decrease in the enrollment this year, and the foresightedness 
of the school committee in taking advantage of the opportunity to 
use the New York, New Haven, and Hartford railroad station as an 
industrial arts building and at the same time developing the manual 
training room into an excellent study hall, have considerably allevi- 
ated the seating capacity problem with which we have been con- 
fronted for the past two years. g 

Several changes were made during the past school year in the 
high school faculty. We regretted to lose the valued services of 
Miss Ellen Donovan and Mr. Michael Neary and we extend to them 
our sincere wishes for continued success. We also regret the loss 
of the valued services of Mr. Martin Roach, Jr., who has been granted 
a leave of absence in order that he might join the Selective Service 
ranks. ‘We extend a hearty welcome to our new teachers. Miss 
Margaret Hill, a graduate of Millbury High School and Boston Uni- 
versity, a former teacher at the Brookfield High School, was appointed 
teacher of Bookkeeping, Office Practice, and English. Mr. Jannery, 
a graduate of Millbury High School and Clark University, a former 
teacher at the Millbury Junior High School, was appointed teacher 
of English, Arithmetic, General Mathematics, coach of baseball and 
faculty manager of athletics. Mr. Paul Lacouture, a graduate of 
Millbury High School and Boston University, was appointed a sub- 
stitute teacher of Ancient and European History, physical training, 
and coach of basketball. Mr. Gerald Roberts, a graduate of Millbury 
High School, who was Mr. Roach’s assistant in football last year, 
was appointed coach of football. 

Millbury High School has been approved in class “A” for the 
year 1941 by the Supervisor of Secondary Education, Mr. A. Russell 
Mack. It has been approved by the New England College Entrance 
Certificate Board for four years until December 31, 1945. Graduates 
of Millbury High School are now enrolled in the following institutions 
of higher learning: Amherst College 1, Pembroke College 1, Boston 
University 4, Worcester Polytechnic Institute 2, Holy Cross College 
3, Worcester State Teachers’ College 3, Clark University 4, Smith

Miss Beverly McLean was presented the Scholar- 
ship Key, offered by Becker’s Business College, for having recetved 
the highest average in commercial work during the junior and senior 
years; Francis Norton received the Rensselaer Medal for excellence 
in mathematics and science. 

In the Oratorical Contest sponsored this past year by the George 
Devoe Post 9, American Legion and Auxiliary, prizes were won 
by the following students: Miss Eva Sharp, a first prize of three 
dollars; Russell Stevens, a second prize of two dollars; and prizes 
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of one dollar each went to Miss Margaret Russell, Miss Eula 
Whicher, Miss Frances Sutcliffe, and Vincent Vayo. 


In September, 1941, in the high school, a new course was insti- 
tuted. This course meets once a week and is to be given a one 
year’s trial. The course is a continuation of our guidance efforts, 
started three years ago, and for this reason is called a home room 
guidance program and is conducted by the pupils themselves and 
supervised by the home room teachers. The purpose of this course 
is to insure a more comprehensive guidance to every pupil in the 
high school and to develop better attitudes toward civic, social, per- 
sonal and vocational efficiency. 


This year a new and very welcome project has been added to our 
extra-curricular family. This new project is the Biology Club under 
the supervision of Mr. Richard Kenary. The aim and purpose of 
this club is to make Biology a living science by practical experience 
with the plant and animal life about us, through projects, field trips, 
museum trips, etc. 


The following clubs, activities and teams which have completed a 
successful year are as follows: The Dramatic Club, under the direc- 
tion of Miss Mary Heslinga; The French Club, under the direction 
of Miss Gertrude Glover; The Glee Club, under the leadership of 
Miss Katherine Bowe; The Debating Club, under the guidance of 
Mr. Raymond Shaw; The Stamp Club, under the supervision of Mr. 
Hector Little; The Aftermath, under the guidance of Miss Margaret 
Donovan; The Reflector and Reflectorette, under the direction of the 
Misses Ellen Donovan, Margaret Donovan, Marie Walsh and Mar- 
garet Hill; The Guidance Work under the direction of Mr. Arthur 
Higginbottom; The Student Body Activities’ Fund, unde the super- 
vision of Miss Marie Walsh; The Cheering Squad, under the super- 
vision of Miss Gertrude Glover, Mr. William Kinniery, and Mr. Rich- 
ard Kenary; Athletics, under the tutelage of Mr. Martin Roach, Jr. 
and Miss Mary Sullivan. 


The attendance record maintained during the past school year 
reflects the splendid cooperation of the parents, for which we again 
heartily thank them. 


Report of Miss Mary Sullivan, 
Supervisor of Physical Education 


The aim of the physical education program is to develop healthy, 
vigorous youths, skilled in bodily movements. We try to improve 
the physical fitness of the students through developmental exercises 
and healthful activities and to provide them with recreation suitable 
for their percentage level and for their future adult life. 

The elementary schools are visited about once a month, while the 
Junior High and Senior High School boys and girls have one period 
a week in physical education. Mr. Paul Lacouture has taken the 
place of Mr. Martin Roach, Jr. as the instructor in the boys’ classes 
in the Junior and Senior High School. 

In addition to basketball and field hockey, which the High School 
girls play in the Fall and Winter seasons, a swimming class was 
organized last Spring in conjunction with the Worcester Y. W. C. A. 
For a very reasonable fee, a group of thirty girls from both the 
Junior and Senior High School had swimming lessons for a period of 
ten weeks. 

The annual Play Day was held in June at Windle Field. The 
addition of an amplifier and microphone improved the affair and 
made it possible to present dances by the Junior and Senior High 
girls in addition to the usual exercises and games. 
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Report of Miss Rose M. Massei, 
Supervisor of Home Economics 


Within the last few years the value of and the need for Home 
Economics in the schools of our country have become so manifest, 
that people have demanded it be taught in all schools. Today the 
Home Economics class is the training ground not only for better 
living conditions but also for succesful business and teaching careers 
for the girls of every community. 


As the girls in the Millbury schools can have only a short time each 
week to devote to this class, we have tried to give as comprehensive 
a course as is possible and yet to cover all necessary phases of it. 


Sewing is first begun in the seventh grade of the Junior High. 
Here they learn to know and handle the equipment and so use both 
in making simple articles. These articles consist of a sewing bag, 
needlecase and pincushion which they will use next year in the 
eighth grade and also in high school. 


In the eighth grade the sewing consists mainly of machine work. 
The use and care of the machine is studied carefully and while doing 
this they construct sample seams. Later on these seams are mounted 
in the form of a notebook to which they may refer. When they 
have become sufficiently familiar with the operation of the sewing 
machine, (both treadle and electric type), they make a lingerie set, 
consisting of shorts and slip. If time allows, simple cotton dresses 
are started. Prior to this the study of commercial patterns is taken 
up quite thoroughly so that they are able to place, cut and alter for 
themselves. 


By the time they get to high school we feel they have a fair 
knowledge of sewing and can go on to more advanced sewing. Now 
more complicated patterns are used, finer construction technique is 
stressed and confidence in their own ability is fostered. 


If we can train a girl by the time she gets to high school to become 
conscious of and take care of herself and her surroundings, we feel 
that the Home Economics course has justified its existence. 


Report of Dr. Arthur A. Brown, 
School Physician 


Since the opening of school this Fall all the school buildings have 
been visited and inspected, and the annual inspection and examina- 
tion of the pupils has been completed. The conditions found in the 
several buildings were satisfactory and no condition detrimental to 
health was found. 


This Fall, the toxoid inoculations to prevent diphtheria, through 
the co-operation of the local School and Health Departments, and the 
State Department of Public Health, have been given to all children, 
pre-school and school, that received parental permission. Since 
adopting these anti-diphtheria clinics several years ago, this worth- 
while procedure has practically eliminated diphtheria from town. 


In the latter part of November several cases of german measles 
were found among the pupils in the High School. Exclusion of 
Papa ain a rash quickly stopped the small outbreak of this minor 
illness. 


Examination of pre-school children was done in three of the school 
buildings in June, and many of the children were examined in the 
presence of a parent. This was helpful to them and to us, and we 
would like more to be present next June. 
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Report of Miss May A. Stafford, R.N., 
School Nurse 


The following is the report of health activities during the school 
year: 

The annual physical examination given to every school child has 
been completed. All defects have been recorded on the health cards, 
and a notice sent to the parents. Many corrections were noted since 
the last examination; in fact, twelve (12) tonsillotomys have been 
done since school started in September. The following is a list of 
the defects found in grades 1-12: one hundred and seventeen (117) 
hypertrophied tonsils and adenoids, fifteen (15) enlarged glands, 
three hundred (300) carious teeth, and thirty-seven (37) heart cases. 

The Dental Clinic, sponsored by the Board of Health, with Dr. 
M. M. Hennebery in charge, continues its good work. Fifty-two (52) 
clinics were held and the following work completed: six hundred 
and eighty (680) permanent and twelve (12) temporary teeth amal- 
gam fillings, one hundred and twenty-five (125) prophylaxis, eighty- 
seven (87) deciduous, and twelve (12) permanent teeth extracted, 
and fifteen (15) treatments. We advise parents, who are able, to 
take their children to their family dentist. 

In May and June, the pre-school clinics were held at the High, 
Burbank, Dorothy Manor, and East Millbury Schools. Sixty-seven 
(67) children attended. Each child was examined by the school 
physician and weighed and measured by the school nurse. 

The Board of Health sponsored four clinics for the prevention of 
diphtheria. Dr. Nicholas Fuimara of the State Department of Health 
gave the toxoid treatment to three hundred and eighty (380) chil- 
dren. Of this number approximately one hundred and forty (140) 
were pre-school. There are very few of our school children who 
have not had this treatment. 

In July and August the Kiwanis Club held their annual tonsil clinic 
at Memorial Hospital. Twenty (20) children had their tonsils and 
adenoids removed. All expenses were paid by the Club and trans- 
portation furnished by the members. We are grateful to the Club 
for their assistance. Many of these cases might have had serious 
complications if they were not taken care of. 

Health Day was observed in June under the direction of Miss 
Mary Sullivan and the teachers. Three hundred and fifteen (315) 
children who received dental certificates wore the reward tag and 
marched in the health parade. The following rooms were 100%, 
every child having a certificate: Grade I—Burbank and East Mill- 
bury, Grades I-II—Providence Street, Grades I-II-III—Union. Other 
rooms throughout the town had 50 and 75 percent. Each year it 
is noticed more children are bringing in certificates from their 
family dentist. 

Through the sale of Christmas Seals and Pins two boys spent 
eight weeks at Sterling Health Camp. Both boys gained weight and 
enjoyed this vacation. 

The annual eye test has been given and all cases of defective 
vision have been re-checked, and notices sent to the parents. There 
are no cases of defective vision that have not been corrected with 
glasses, or are receiving treatment. Parents have given excellent 
co-operation. Eleven (11) children have had their eyes examined by 
an oculist and were given glasses—the expense was met with the 
Special Fund through the Welfare Department. 

A request has been sent to the State Department for the use of 
their audiometer. When it arrives, the hearing of all the school 
children will be tested. 

Most of the school year we had very few cases of communicable 
diseases until after the Thanksgiving recess when we had an out- 
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break of German Measles that seriously upset attendance, required 
many home calls, and made it necessary to take home pupils who 
became ill after coming to school. Most of these cases were in the 
High and Junior High Schools. Only a few cases were reported in 
the lower grades. Two daily inspections were made in these grades 
by the teachers and all suspicious cases excluded. 


In November the High and Junior High pupils enjoyed a talk on 
Personality and Health given by Mrs. Mary Carr Baker of the State 
Department of Health. 


Routine work was carried on as usual—home visits, first aid, exam- 
inations for personal cleanliness and pediculosis, weighing and 
measuring, and talks on health habits. Seven health meetings were 
attended by the school nurse. 


Report of Mr. Wilmar H. Ela, 
Supervisor of Industrial Arts 


The Industrial Arts Department has moved into the New Haven 
Railroad Station near the High School. Inasmuch as this building 
has a larger floor area than the room formerly used, we have been 
able to add new machinery and place our machines to a better advan- 
tage from a working standpoint. We have woodworking machinery 
that is electrically operated and boys are instructed in safety and 
proper use and care of this equipment. 


Junior High School boys learn the use of hand tools and building 
projects that contain fundamental operations. Home Mechanics 
taught to Junior High School boys includes minor household repairs 
and related material. 


High School students in Mechanical Drawing are taught free 
hand sketching and three-view drawing, which includes sections, 
auxiliary views and developments. The woodworking course offered 
to the High School students deals with the construction of various 
useful projects. 


In the past year the Industrial Arts Department has constructed 
projects for use in the schools, District Nursing Society, Boy Scouts, 
and Civilian Defense. 


Report of Miss Katherine M. Bowe, 
Supervisor of Music 


Each grammar school is visited every three weeks and the pre- 
vious assignment thoroughly reviewed. 

As the majority of first graders have little or no idea of pitch, 
rote songs are used to train the ear. The second grades do some 
rote singing and start syllable reading, as well as further ear train- 
ing. The third to the sixth grades, inclusive, gradually progress to 
a better understanding and appreciation of music through the study 
of note and rest values, tempos, signatures and some harmony. 


The Junior High School, with two periods a week for music, re- 
views the grade work and does three part singing; also more ad- 
vanced harmony. 

In the High School the seniors rehearse one period a week at 
which time they take notes on appreciation, review the fundamentals 
and sing part songs. 

The Glee Club rehearses one period a week, when sight-reading 
is reviewed and more difficult music is studied. 
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Report of Miss Genevieve Kersulis, 
Supervisor of Art 


We have endeavored to correlate art with history, geography, 
literature and other school subjects. 


In the first three grades emphasis has been placed on self-expres- 
sion through design and illustration. From the fourth grade through 
the sixth more stress is placed upon the knowledge of design prin- 
ciples, elements of color theory and drawing. 


In the junior high school the work is more individualized, giving 
each pupil an opportunity for self-expression. In this way individual 
abilities are discovered and encouraged. In addition to this work, 
color harmony, design and illustration have been included in the 
course. Furthermore, throughout the first eight grades we have 
spent time studying reproductions of great masters. The aim here 
has been to develop recognition, understanding and appreciation 
of these fine works of art. 


High school work is even more individualized than that in the 
junior high school. Here the student is allowed to devote as much 
time as he pleases to that phase of art in which he is most interested. 


Instruction is provided on an individual rather than a class basis. 
The result here has been the making of practical things such as the 
decorating of wooden bowls, the making of decorative plaques and 
painting and framing of pictures. Students have also been given 
an opportunity to illustrate stories taken from literature. 


Honorable Mention 


The useful tonsil and adenoid clinic was again sponsored by the 
Millbury Kiwanis Club. 


The Dental Clinic was financed by funds furnished by the Mill- 
bury Board of Health. 


A one hundred dollar scholarship for a member of the graduating 
class of the High School has been offered for the past several years 
by the Millbury Woman’s Club. This year was no exception. 


A popular inovation this year has been the organization of the 
school drum corps under the direction of Mr. John Powers and Miss 
Diana Hill. The zeal and inspiration of Mr. Powers has already pro- 
vided the schools with an outstanding drum corps. 


Dr. M. M. Hennebery again donated his services as a member of 
the School Committee for the year ending December 31, 1941. 


I wish to express my sincere thanks to the Chairman and members 
of the Millbury School Committee. Thanks to their advice and co- 
operation the Millbury Schools have for the past year functioned 
efficiently and economically.
